ABC broadcast the first episode of Lost in 2004* 

The series started with a scene on a flight from 
Sydney, Australia, to Los Angeles, USA, The plane 
was flying over the Pacific Ocean when, suddenly, 
it crashed. There were 324 passengers on the plane 
and everybody thought they were dead. But in the 
mysterious world of Lost , 48 passengers survived.

Disaster at Museum! 

A The Fitzwilliam Museum in Cambridge was 
founded in 1816 and has a large number of 
world-famous paintings and fine ceramics.
